Turkey, 80,678 In Egypt and 49,600 In Per- 
sia,

The Financial Situation. 


A large influx of gold/into New York from across the Atlantic 


hw given great relief to the financial situation in the East. The 
•tringeucy' in the coin supply is gradually but steadily relaxing f.nd 
4he Treasury Department gives out the assurance, based upon the 
personal reports of New York bankers, that every difficulty in the 
money market will be soon adjus&d. 


It is not at all creditable, however, to the leading New York 


tankers that they failed to keep faith with -the Secretary of the 
(Treasury when he came to their relief in the recent flurry and 
through the timely aid he extended helped materially to prevent 
widespread disaster as the result of their own recklessness in Wall 
street speculation. 
According to representations now emanating 


from the Treasury Department, the financial assistance extended to 
these financiers was with the-distinct understanding that the money 
was to be used to help out and protect the country banks, where it 
was most needed for the legitimate purposes of removing the crops. 
II this had been done, as it was agreed it should be done, through 
the deposit of funds in New York to the credit of these country 
correspondents, they would have been able to meet all legitimate 
requirements and the stringency of ready money could'have been 
localized instead of being spread broadcast all over the country. 
'Bat once transfers were made from the treasury to the metropolitan 
banks, the latter diverted if* to their own uses and left the country 
at large to take care of itself as best it could. 


The recent events are also brnging to light some other peculiar 


and discreditable methods employed by New York national bank 
officers and directors which are leading some of them into trouble 
with the government and may be the means of landing some of 
them in the penitentiary, for the practices uncovered have revealed 
the grossest violation of the national banking law.

In a time ilke the present 
one no greater folly can be committed by any depositor than the 
withdrawal of his money from the bank when he does not need it, 
and thus withdrawing it from general circulation and preventing its 
use by others \\here it can do the most good. An example like that

SYDNEY, N. S., Nov. 11 —While occu- 


pied chiefly at Glace Bay in the perfec- 
tion of his newl ylnaugurated service of 
Atlantic -R ireless telegraphy, Marconi an- 
nounces that he is giving considerable 
thought to the employment of Hertzian 
waves for transmission of power aa well 
as means of communication. 
He assert- 


,ed that Hertzian waves are now being 
employed for many purposes besides te- 
legraphy in the British navy. 
All of the 


larger ships, he said, are being equipped 
with an apparatus with the same waves 
that were employed for wireless commu- 
nication, for the Invisible transmission of 
power to *he extent of controlling and ex- 
ploding torpedoes, and that the inventor's 
attention was called to a recent cable dis- 
patch from Paris telling of an Austrian 
electrician who was attempting t» obtain 
financial support from the American col- 
ony there for an invention which he 
claimed would nullify wireless messages 
in case of war. 


Admitting the possibilities of such an 


invention, Marconi remarked that where- 
as the present cables can easily be cut 
with a few blows, it would require the 
erection of a large plant to nullify the 
wireless service, and as the invention has 
yet to be thoroughly tested, it might not 
succeed. 
Its discovery, It was admitted, 


was a valuable contribution to the wire- 
less principle.

Trotter was a barber originally, but ho 


never worked at tho trade after that 
night in Pacific Garden mission.

Statute Patterned After 


Texas Law.

"JWienist Says Trifling Lapses of 


'Thought Cause Many Rail- 


road Disasters. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. U.-The Mer- 
chants' Exchange, of this city complains 
of severe car shortage lor California and 
plans to ask that the special session of 
the Legislature, If such is called by the 
Governor, pass a statute similar to the 
one originated by Texas, and copied and 
In force in Oregon. 
Inability to move the crops of Cali- 
fornia has hurt the merchants, it Is al- 
leged. A cement plant at Napa Junction 
was compelled to close down because it 
could not get cars to move its product 
to San Francisco, where the demand for 
cement promises to overpress the supply 
for years to come. 
The following are complaints of the 
merchants: 
Ships for grain, are coming in. "Wheat 
to load them is stored In interior ware- 
houses, and there, are no cars to move 
the grain to Port .Costa, ^Oakland or this 
city. 
Charterers must pay demurrage 
charges for delay unless they can load 
those ships on time. 
Dried fruit men have contracts -to flll 
that will go hard against them unless 
they can get their fruit Into -martlet on 
the dates set for delivery: but even a 
f -eat shipping firm like J. K. Armsby 
Company can get no cars. 
The merchants see empty cars being 
hauled through California and empty oars 
on the sidetracks, but the railroads will 
not load and haul them. These "empties" 
are being swlsked up to Oregon.
